and  George  Washington  Univer- 
sity. 

In  1929  Mr.  Romney  became 
tariff  specialist  for  U.  S.  Sena- 
tor David  I.  Walsh.

Apostle  Tells  of 
Student  Debt  to 
Great  Heritage

Mankind  today  has  a great 
heritage  beyond  their  power  to 
repay,  Elder  Richard  L.  Evans 
told  Wednesday’s  devotional  as- 
sembly. 

Elder  Evans,  who  is  a member 
of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  said  men  “owe 
a debt  to  those  who  paid  the 
price.” 

“Consider  the  many  comforts, 
the  great  thoughts  and  literature 
at  our  disposal.  Think  of  all  the 
scriptures,  and  the  knowledge 
of  truth,  and  discoveries  and  de- 
velopments that  are  ours.  We 
could  never  begin  to  pay  for  all 
that  is  freely  offered  us  by  those 
who  lived  in  the  past  and  live 
now  in  the  present.” 

He  noted  that  our  heritage 
comes  partly  from  the  trial  and 
error  of  men  of  the  past,  from 
their  efforts  and  often  their  mis- 
takes. 

Elder  Evans  quoted  thoughts 
expressed  by  men  of  the  past, 
as  part  of  our  heritage. 

“Think  of  all  the  man-years 
that  went  into  the  making  of 
ourselves.  We  cannot  go  back 
and  pioneer  the  West,  or  fight 
in  the  ranks  with  General  Geor- 
ge Washington,  nor  can  we  do 
for  our  parents  what  they  did 
for  us. 

“But  what  we  can  do  is  ex- 
pressed by  the  poet  Emerson 
who  said,  ‘Has  a man  given  any- 
thing who  has  received  a hun- 
dred favors  and  given  none?  He 
is  greatest  who  renders  the  most 
benefits.  But  the  benefits  he  re- 
ceives must  be  rendered  again, 
line  for  line,  deed  for  deed,  cent 
for  ceiit  to  someone.’
